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EARTHQUAKE IN 
CENTRAL MEXICO 


Disturbance Covers Over One 


Thousand Square Miles. 


DEATH LIST IS INCOMPLETE 


TO CONTROL WATER POWER 


Official Fgures Show Fourteen Killed 


and Over a Score M ortally Injured. 


Town 
of Chilpancingo 
Completely 


Destroyed, Acapulco Partially Wiped 


Out and Mexico City Suffers Con­ 


siderable Damage. 


Mexico 
City, 
July 
31.—Central 
Mexico from the Atlantic to the Pa­ 
cific and from Querato, on the north, 
to Oaxaca, on the south, a distance 
covering more than 1,000 square miles, 
was shaken by a series of the most 
severe earthquake shocks felt In the 
region for the past quarter of a cen­ 
tury. 
Reports telling of the loss of 
life are not complete, but the offi­ 
cial figures show that fourteen were 
hilled outright, while more than a 
score 
were 
mortally 
Injured. The 
town of Chilpancingo, in the state of 
Guerrero, has been completely de­ 
stroyed and the neighboring town of 
Acapulco is partially destroyed. 
Communication with this part of 
the republic of Mexico has been im­ 
perfectly established. 
According to the observatory rec­ 
ords the first shock of the series was 
very severe, the oscillations being 
from the east to the southeast, caus­ 
ing the bells of the many cathedrals 
of the city to toll, breaking crockery 
and in some instances levelling walls. 


People Flee Into the Streets. 
The inhabitants of the city had 
hardly recovered from the fright occa­ 
sioned by the phenomenon when a 
second and more severe shock caused 
an outpouring of nearly all of the in­ 
habitants to the street and plazas. 
This movement lasted with marked 
severity for one minute and thirty sec­ 
onds. The tall buildings of the city 
swayed and in some instances cracked, 
the pavement opened in places and in 
the poorer sections of the city a num­ 
ber of houses collapsed. 
So far as can be learned from police 
records six persons lost their lives in 
Mexico City and its environs as a re­ 
sult of this second shock. The large 
American colony escaped unscathed. 
The officials of the observatory a t­ 
test to the fact that Mexico City rests 
on an old lake bed, the ground upon 
which a great part cf the city rests 
acting as a spongy, jelly like mass, 
which neutralized the severity of the 
shakings. 
All electric currents in the city were 
shut off during the first shock and the 
city remained in dense darkness save 
for the flashes of lightning which in­ 
terspersed the shocks.

Earthquake

Mexico City, July 31.—A telegram 
from Iguala, state of Berrero, says 
that the whole region is still trembling 
with frequent and often very severe 
shocks. 
The people of the section 
are terrified beyond reason. The earth­ 
quakes have been continuous for near­ 
ly fourteen hours. 
No deaths have 
been registered at Iguala. This is 
due to the fact that the people are so 
accustomed to earthquakes that they 
flee to the open at first sign of dan­ 
ger.

W isconsin Man Saves Lives of Seven 
Women. 
Two Rivers, Wis., July 31.—Three 
women were seriously burned and are 
in a critical condition and four oth­ 
ers were less seriously burned by the 
explosion of the gasoline yacht of At­ 
torney Fred Dicke. 
That a l l 'the women in the party 
were hot burned to death or drowned 
while trying to escape the flames is 
due to the heroism of Attorney Dicke, 
who leaped overboard after the ex­ 
plosion, took the rope at the bow of 
the launch in his teeth and thus towed 
the burning boat to water sufficiently 
shallow to allow the women to jump 
overboard and extinguish the flames 
by that time in their skirts. 


Washington, July 31.—Panama has 
met the demands of the United States 
for reparation in the cases involving 
maltreatm ent of American naval offi­ 
cers and seamen, the delay in acting 
on'Which produced much irritation at 
the state department. 
She will pay an indemnity of $5,000 
in the Colombia case, in which sev­ 
eral officers in uniform were arrested, 
locked up and roughly handled in 
Colon; an indemnity of $8,000 to the 
relatives of Boatswain’s Mate Rand of 
the Buffalo, who was killed in Pana­ 
ma in September, 1908, and an in­ 
demnity of $1,000 to Sailor Cieslik of 
the same vessel, who was stabbed at 
the time Rand was killed. 
Panama 
also agrees to dismiss all the police 
officers who were present at the time 
of the disturbance in the Buffalo 
cases. 
The state department accepts these 
promises upon the condition that per­ 
sons other than police officials who 
were involved be punished by the 
court and that the payment of the in­ 
demnities proposed be accompanied 
by a formal official expression of re­ 
gret.

ECHO 0F~LEGISLATIVE PROBE 


Milwaukee Private Detective Convict­ 
ed of Perjury. 
Madison, Wis., July 31.—Frank T. 
Wagner, a Milwaukee private detec­ 
tive who testified before the senate 
investigating committee which probed 
charges of improper use of money in 
the election of United States Senator 
Stephenson to having seen money 
paid by Stephenson agents, was con­ 
victed of perjury in the municipal 
court here. W agner had testified that 
he saw agents of Mr. Stephenson pay 
money to men who later absented 
themselves from the legislative ses­ 
sions, allowing the election of Mr. 
Stephenson. It was testified in the 
perjury trial that there was no tran­ 
som between the hotel rooms in Mil­ 
waukee through which W agner testi­ 
fied he had watched the proceedings 
and 
that furthermore both 
rooms 
were occupied by traveling men at 
the time when the transaction was 
charged to have taken place. 
Those 
involved were proved to have been 
sick or out of the city at the time of 
the reported incident. 


Authorities Vouchsafe No Estimates 


of the Loss of Life and Property 


but Private Dispatches Indicate That 


the Troops Did Fearful 
Execution 


Among the Rebels— Government Be­ 


lieves W orst Is Over. 


Madrid, July 31.—The government’s 
reports from Catalonia Indicate that 
the situation continues to Improve. 
Both King Alfonso and Premier Maura 
seem satisfied that the worst is over, 
that the rebellion in Barcelona has 
been quelled and that order soon will 
be restored in the rem ainder of the 
captaincy general. 
Nevertheless, to 
be on the safe sideT large bodies of 
troops of all arms continue to be hur­ 
ried to the scene. 
No figures, not e v e j estimates, of 
the ldss of property ani? life In Cata­ 
lonia are vouchsafed by the authori­ 
ties, but private dispatches leaking 
out through the frontier indicate that 
there has been great slaughter at 
Barcelona. 
It is understood that the king great­ 
ly regretted the necessity of using a r­ 
tillery. but yielded to the arguments 
of his cabinet m inisters that half way 
measures 
or 
temporization 
might 
prove fatal. 
Reports continue to filter 
in of the wildest destruction of prop­ 
erty, especially churches, monasteries 
and convents, against which the fury 
of the mob was centered. 
The only other regions creating par­ 
ticular anxiety are the Biscayan prov­ 
inces. 
The workmen In the Bilboa 
mining districts are well organized 
and have assumed a threatening atti­ 
tude. 
There is some apprehension also 
that the followers of Don Jaime, the 
pretender, may attem pt to raise the 
white flag of the Carlists. The lead­ 
ers, who maintain a military and po­ 
litical organization in Northern Spain, 
are being closely watched.

Paris, July 31.—Another big meet 
ing of socialists was held at which 
violent, speeches were made in pro­ 
test against the visit of the emperor 
of Russia and resolutions adopted ex­ 
pressing the hope “that an opportune 
incident would arrest the bloody ca­ 
reer of Nicholas II., hangman of all 
the Russians.” 
The meeting was followed by se­ 
vere disturbances as the socialists 
left the hall. They marched down the 
street singing the Marseillaise. The 
French police then interfered and 
tried to disperse them.

body was injured. 


EAKS ALL SPEED RECORDS 


O c illa W right Pilots Aeroplane Over 
Ten-Mile Course. 
Washington, 
July 
31.—Orville 
Wright attained the zenith of hard 
earned success. 
In a ten-mile cross 
country flight in the famous aeroplane 
built by himself and his elder brother 
Wilbur and accompanied by Lieuten­ 
ant Benpamin D. Fouloisan, intrepid 
officer of the army signal corps, he not 
only surpassed 
the speed 
require­ 
ments* of his contract with the gov­ 
ernment of the United States, but ac­ 
complished the most difficult and dar­ 
ing flight ever planned for a heavier 
than the air flying machine. Inci­ 
dentally he broke all records for 
speed over a measured course and es­ 
tablished beyond dispute the prac­ 
ticability of the aeroplane in time of 
peace and in time of war. 
The speed was more than forty-two 
miles an hour. 
Orville made the ten- 
mile flight in 14 minutes and 42 sec­ 
onds, including the more than twenty 
seconds required for the turn beyond 
the line at Shuter Hill, the southern 
end of the course. 
He attained a 
height in crossing the valley of Four 
Mile run of nearly 500 and the aver­ 
age altitude of his practically level 
course was about 200 feet. 
President Taft, who has become an 
enthusiastic spectator of the aeroplane 
trials, arrived upon the grounds it 
Fort Myer just in time to see the aero­ 
plane land and to participate in the 
wildest 
demonstration 
which 
wel­ 
comed the triumphant aviators. 
He 
sent Colonel Treat, commanding offi­ 
cer of the artillery at Fort Myer, to 
hear his congratulations to Ole vic­ 
tors.

Tariff Measure Enters Upon Last 


Stages In Congress. 


Washington, July 31.—Entering up­ 
on the last stages of its consideration 
by congress the tariff hill as reported 
by the conferees wa3 submitted to the 
house by Chairman Payne and ordered 
printed in the Congressional Record. 
Three hundred and fifty of the three 
hundred and ninety members were in 
their seats when Chairman Payne 
passed up to the speaker’s desk the 
bulky document which had occupied 
the attention of congress for four and 
a half months and then the Republi­ 
cans broke out in loud applause. 
With the conference report out or 
the way f<5r the time being the house 
for an hour and a half wrangled over 
some resolutions increasing the cleri 
cal and labor force of the Capitol.

an authorized statement, declared that 
he was in favor of and would support 
and vote for the conference report on 
the tariff bill. 
Mr. Cannon’s utterances were called 
forth as a denial of a report which 
had gained currency that he was in­ 
different as to the fate of the con­ 
ference report. 
“I am in favor of and shall support 
and vote for the conference report,” 
said Speaker Cannon. 
“All legisla­ 
tion, especially revenue legislation, is 
the result of a series of compromises. 
It could not be otherwise, when we re­ 
member that the people cf the United 
States produce one-third of the civi­ 
lized world’s products and that the 
compensation of the producer and of 
the wage earner is double that of 
their competitors elsewhere through­ 
out th© universe. The conference re­ 
port covers a bill that is fairly protec­ 
tive to those engaged in production. 
While the hill sufficiently protects our 
present industries, in my judgment, 
under its provisions, new industries 
will not be established. I am fairly of 
the opinion that we are upon the eve 
of the most prosperous era that we 
have ever enjoyed in the United 
States.”

NEWS OF OUR NEIGHBORS 


Items of Interest Gleaned from Ex­ 
changes and Boiled Down for 
Dispatch Readers 
A new lumber yard is to be opened at 
Nashwauk by the Dower Lumber com­ 
pany. 
Charles Despard, agent for the Nor­ 
thern Pacific at Staples, was united in 
marriage to Miss Cecelia Skelton at 
that place on Thursday last. 
It will require $33,650 to run Todd 
county the coming year and the com­ 
missioners have ordered a tax levy that 
will net the county that amount. 
Morrison county is preparing to take 
an exhibit to the state fair that will 
make the balance of the state set up 
and take notice. Every county in the 
state should be represented. 
The Goulet brick yards near Staples 
are among the largest in the state 
and they are now manufacturing brick 
at the rate of 50,000 a day and find a 
ready market for their output. 
St. Cloud is considering the advis­ 
ability of installing an electrical ap­ 
paratus for pumping the water supply 
of that city. The electric company 
claim they can save the city 25 per 
cent by so doing. 
The Millaca Times is authority for 
the statement that since the saloons 
were voted cut four months ago there 
is no trouble in that town and the jail 
that was burned last spring has not 
been rebuilt and is not needed. 
It has been reported that a great 
number of game animals have been 
mired in the government ditches of 
Koochiching county, and an investiga­ 
tion shows that there is some truth in 
the rumor. 
Deer and moose have been 
found unable to extricate themselves. 
Col. Wm. Westerman, general agent 
for the International Harvester com­ 
pany, of St. Cloud, has just returned 
from a tour of inspection to determine 
the crop outlook and he gives the opin­ 
ion that if the weather holds good that 
the bumper crop of 1895 will be ex­ 
ceeded. 
Wadena has decided that that city 
needs a new depot ard the village coun­ 
cil and commercial clubs will take the 
matter up with the Northern Pacific. 
Another thing the Wadena people are 
discussing is the heating of the busi­ 
ness blocks by the waste steam from 
the electric light plant. 
What is the first silo to be built in 
Cass county has just been completed 
by J. M. Schmit, a few miles north­ 
west of Motley. Several other farm­ 
ers in the vicinity of Mr. Schmit’sfarm 
are planning on building silos this sum­ 
mer. Mr. Schmit has studied the silo 
question pretty thoroughly and has 
visited several farms in the southern part 
of the state and in Iowa where the silo 
was in use and compared them with 
farms in the same locality where they 
were not in use and the result was that 
he built himself one. Mr. Schmit’s in­ 
vestigation proved that silo fed stock 
about doubled the profit on stock fed in 
the cfid way.—Motley Mercury.

8anta Fe to Try Coca-bola Shipment 
N ear Great Bend, Kan. 
The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
road is making arrangemtns for a 
series of experiments with a new kind 
of railroad ties which will be observed 
with interest by every railroad in the 
United States. 
The Santa Fe has purchased a large 
shipment in Japan of coca-bola and Jap­ 
anese oak ties, which were recently 
landed in California and are now being 
prepared for use on the Santa Fe 
tracks in Kansas. The experiments are 
to be conducted at Great Bend, Kan. 
This wood from Japan when deliv­ 
ered in California costs the railroad 
about $1.15 a tie, or a little more than 
is paid for American ties. The wood 
is so hard that it is said to be almost 
impossible to drive a spike into it, and 
it is expected to be capable of twenty- 
five to thirty years’ wear. Holes will 
have to be bored into the wood, and 
screw spikes will be used. When laid 
the cost of the ties will be in the 
neighborhood of $2 each. 
The ship­ 
ment received contains 170,000 ties. 
When the tics are placed in position 
new rails will be laid and the track 
will be reballasted, so that it will af­ 
ford an accurate medium for observa­ 
tion and tests.

W ilbur W right’s T ribute to French­ 
man Who Crossed English Channel. 
“I am glad to hear that Bleriot has 
made the Calais-Dover crossing suc­ 
cessfully,” said Wilbur Wright when 
Interviewed on M. Louis Bleriot’s suc­ 
cessful flight across the English chan­ 
nel. 
“Bleriot Is one of the most dar­ 
ing aeronauts in the world. 
If there 
Is any feat to be performed that re­ 
quires grit and nerve Bleriot is the 
man for the place. 
He is absolutely 
lacking In fear. 
“I do not know what provision he 
made for his protection during the 
crossing. 
Frojn the earlier cable ac­ 
counts I see that there was a torpedo 
boat destroyer that followed his course, 
but he seems to have lost that en 
route. 
A little thing like that would 
make no difference to Bleriot. 
If he 
had made up his mind to cross the 
channel the only thing that would 
bother him would be the guiding of 
his machine. 
I believe that he would 
have attempted the flight for the pure 
satisfaction of boing the first to nego­ 
tiate it, even if he had never flown his 
machine a half dozen times and never 
a distance equal to that crossing. 
“The actual crossing of the English 
channel Is not a feat that is particular­ 
ly difficult from the point of view of 
scientific aeronautics. 
It is the fact 
that It has never been done before, 
combined with its probable political 
effect and its intense interest to the 
general public as a spectacular per­ 
formance, that is so effective. 
“In flying over a broad stretch of 
water like that the danger of serious 
disaster is not so great as one would 
suppose, providing there is ample pro­ 
tection in the way of boats and men to 
assist in the rescue of the aeronaut in 
the event of a fall. 
An aeroplane 
would float only a few minutes. Our 
machine weighs almost six times its 
cubic contents of water, so it will be 
seen that it would not float long after 
the planes became soaked through. 
The Bleriot machine with only one 
plane would float an even shorter 
while than ours.” 
Orville Wright also expressed great 
pleasure when he learned the success 
of the Frenchman.

Experiment W ith M ilkin g Machines. 
The Nebraska experiment station of
